Berlin, March 19.—In the course of 


the debate in tne reichstag today, on 
the third reading of the budget, re- 
plying to Prince Bismarck's criti- 
cisms of Count Von Buelow's recent 
speech, that the chancellor insisted 
too much on Germany's interests in 
Kruichuria, and that Germany's in- 
terests would have suffered even if 
Kiao-Chou 
had 
not 
been 
leased, 


Count Buelow said Germany had the 
greatest interest in preventing fric- 
tion between the powers now negoti- 
ating in China, 


Moreover, in eastern Asia, Ger- 


many had many interests to safe- 
guard. In Shan-Tung province site 
had millions invested. 


Above all, Germany had to insist 


on 
adequate 
compensation 
being 


given for the murder of Baron Von 
Ketteler. 
That was a question in 


which the honor of Germany was en- 
gaged and in which she had vital in- 
teiest. ,

In the further course of his speech, 


the chancellor said: 


"I have left no room for the slight- 


est doubt that no German political 
interests exist in Manchuria, but a4, 
the same time I have stated it must 
naturally be our desire that China 
shall not too seriously diminish her 
capacity for 
satisfying' 
the 
ju&t 


claims of the powers for compensa- 
tion. This is not misunderstood in 
any Quarter. 


"Two hours ago 1 received a dis- 


patch from St. Petersburg, according 
to which Count Lamsdorff, the Bus- 
sian minister of foreign affairs, has 
expressed his satisfaction to the Ger- 
man ambassador with my statements 
in regard to the Chinese question.77

A hundred million marks are in- 


vested in ghan-Tung province, and

Count Von Buelow also declared 


that the center of gravity of Gev-- 
Tuany's policy remained in Europe 
and that he had no intention of al- 
lowing it to be displaced while pro- 
tecting hw interests in Asia. 


Subsequently, Prince Bismarck de- 


clared he had been misunderstood. 
Ho really desired to assist the chan- 
cellor. It was obvious that German 
honor must be vindicated, 


The chancellor jokingly 
thanked 


Prince Bismarck for the way he had 
supported him in his "Chinese men- 
surev" (students' duel.)

RUSSIANS AND BRITISH AKE 


FACE TO FACE, 


VON WALDERSEE IS AWAITED 


THE CLASH IS EXPECTED AT

Tien Tsin, March 19.—(Afternoon.) 


—The excitement and anxiety here as 
to the possible developments of the 
Anglo-Russian siding dispute do not 
abate. A /company of British troops 
and a company of Russian soldiers 
remain encamped on either side of 
the trench, 
looking1 at each other. 


The Russians have ordeis to fire on 
anyone commencing1 work, 


General Wogack says the trouble 


was caused by the unwarrantable in- 
terference of the British in the af- 
fairs of the Russian concession, and 
he adds -that the siding will not be 
continued unless he receives orders 
from his superiors. 


Field Marshal Von Waldersee is 


expected here today. Both sides will 
appeal to him, but they both consider 
the matter to be beyond his authority 
an3. will await orders from Europe. 


Speaking* of the attack made by a 


number of excited French soldiers on 
some members of the British sikh
